researches in London, At present the leadin, 
work on this subject is the. dictionary compiled 
by Mr. John Russel] Bartlett, who waa librarian 
of the Jchn Carter Brown. Library in Provid- 
ence, Rhole Island. Mr. Bartlott was’. bora 
nearly 105 years ago, and died in 1886. He was: 

t_collectoreaf-words_no ses, and 
prepared about 1,600 quotations. 
NOT AMERICAN. 

Unfortunately he does not date his reforences; 
and includes a good many words whish 
America caunoct properly claim, To mention 
only a few, there are:— ae

Many stresta in England must have been.

LOG-ROLLING. 

Everyone probably knows-.what log-rollio 
means ta‘ these days, but few are acquainto 
with its real origin. Professor Thornton has 
come across the following admirable explanation 
in Mr. J. K. Paulding’s “Banks of th 
dating back to 1833 :-— : « 

The good villagers rasorted to wiiat, in wood- 
land phrase, is called ‘“log-rolling,” which 
means acombined offort of many todo what is 
either difficult or impossitie.to one. — 

A still clearer definition is fonnd in Latrobe's 
“'Tho Ramblor in North America,” from which 
Professor Thornton quotes :— : 

_ A family comes down-to sit: in the forest ; 
they must have a shelter; their neighbotirs for 
many miles round lay down ther employments 
and come in to thé “log-rolling.” i 

Among other expressive Amoricanisms which 
the Professor hascclected and the use of srhich 
he illustrates by quotations are “ Iunk-head” 
and “lummox,” tho former, as one might gacss
